1 . Apartment  at  Auhofstrasse  1 1 b.  Garage  was  leased  by  Ing.  Bernhard  Grundier  who  hired  me  in 
1938  at  no  pay  and  train  me  to  become  an  Auto  Mechanic.  I started  work  at  5 in  the  morning,  by 
crawling  through  the  window,  and  washing  4 to  5 Automobiles.  I then  went  to  the  Kiosk  and 
opened  the  store  by  rolling  up  the  steel  curtains  covering  the  windows. 

The  house  across  from  the  apartment  was  a large  house  owned  by  a Jew.  The  SS  confiscated  the 
house,  opened  all  the  windows  and  threw  out  the  antique  furniture.  There  also  was  a 1935  Buick 
Sedan  that  was  used  by  the  SS  Standatenfuehrer,  driven  by  a chauffeur.  The  apartment  was  pur 
chased  by  a Doctor  who  converted  it  into  a clinic  where  various  treatments  are  provided.
